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No Child Left Behind Act of 2001 
Unsafe School Choice Option 

The Elementary and Secondary Education Act (ESEA) reauthorization requires State 
Education Agencies to establish a school choice policy for students attending a persistently 
dangerous school as defined by the state. 

“ Each State receiving funds under this Act shall establish and implement a statewide 
policy requiring that a student attending a persistently dangerous public elementary 
school or secondary school, as determined by the State in consultation with a 
representative sample of local educational agencies or who becomes a victim of a 
violent criminal offense, as determined by State law, while in or on the grounds of a 
public elementary school or secondary school that the student attends, be allowed to 
attend a safe educational agency, including a public charter school. ” (Title IX, Part 
E, Subpart 2, Section 9532) 

No Child Left Behind (NCLB) stipulates that a school can be deemed unsafe as a whole 
entity or for an individual student who is the victim of a violent criminal offense. In meeting 
this federal requirement the Oregon Department of Education seeks to establish and 
implement a policy that is preventative as well as responsive to parents’ immediate 
concerns. Thus, corrective action will be part of the process of designating a school or 
schools as unsafe or persistently dangerous. 

In Oregon, a public elementary or secondary school is considered to be “persistently 
dangerous” if one or more of the following conditions exist for three-consecutive school 
years : 

1 . the school has expulsion(s) for weapon(s) (ORS 339.250(6) ) 

and/or 

2. the school has expulsion(s) for students arrested for any of the following violent 
criminal offenses on school ground, on school sponsored transportation and/or 
school sponsored activities: 

• Assault (ORS 163.160, ORS 163.165, ORS 163.175, ORS 163.185) 

• Manufacture or delivery of a controlled substance (ORS 475.992 (1 -3)) 

• Sexual crimes using force, threatened use of force or against incapacitated 
person (ORS 1 63.375, ORS 1 63.395, ORS 1 63.41 1 , ORS 1 63.427) 

• Arson (ORS 1 64.31 5, ORS 1 64.325) 

• Robbery (ORS 1 64.395, ORS 1 64.405, ORS 1 64.41 5), 

• Hate/Bias Crime (ORS 166.155, ORS 166.165) 

• Coercion (ORS 163.275), 

• Kidnapping (ORS 1 63.225, ORS 1 63.235). 
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The total number of expulsions for these combined categories must 
meet or exceed one of the following rates per year: 

(*NEW: For the purpose of this definition, expulsions will be counted per incident 
resulting in expulsion. For example, an incident involving multiple students will count 
as a single incident (count of 1 ) toward the school threshold even if multiple students 
are involved and expelled. 

a. For a school with fewer than 300 enrolled students, 9 expulsions. 

b. For a larger school, 3 expulsions for every 1 00 enrolled students or 
fraction thereof, (i.e. 3%) 

First Year: Any school meeting the state-defined criteria that place them on a Watch list for 
year one must complete and submit a corrective action plan. The plan must provide 
evidence that the school district is making serious effort to correct this situation and ensure 
a safe school environment for students, staff and community. Districts may direct Safe & 
Drug-Free Schools & Communities Act program funds and services to identify problems and 
to implement the corrective action plan as approved . The corrective action plan shall be 
filed with the Oregon Department of Education, Office of Student Learning & Partnerships. 
The corrective action plan may include: the district safety plan, school-wide discipline plan, 
discipline data, school and community collaboration plan for school safety and other 
information, as deemed necessary. 

Second Year: Any school meeting the state-defined criteria that place them on a Watch list 
for a second consecutive year must evaluate and revise year one corrective action plan and 
submit the revision to the state as evidence that they are making a serious effort to correct 
this situation to ensure a safe school environment for students, staff and community. The 
revised corrective action plan shall be filed with the Oregon Department of Education, Office 
of Student Learning & Partnerships. A committee of school and ODE reviewers will assess 
the school’s revised corrective action plan. The Oregon Department of Education will 
provide technical assistance and support as necessary. 

Third Year! Any school meeting the state-defined criteria that places them on a Watch list 
for three consecutive years will be designated as Persistently Dangerous. Parents may 
then exercise their right to have their child attend a safe public school within the local 
educational agency. A revised corrective action plan will be filed with the Oregon 
Department of Education and ODE will continue to provide technical assistance and support 
as necessary. 

Individual Student Option (victim of a violent criminal offense) 

Any student, while in or on the grounds of a public elementary school or secondary school 
that the student attends, who becomes a victim of a violent criminal offense (as defined by 
Oregon Revised Statutes) must to the extent feasible, be allowed to transfer to a safe 
school within the district. 
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Definitions 


Dangerous Weapons - A weapon, device, instrument, material, or substance, animate or 
inanimate, that is used for, or is readily capable of causing death or serious bodily injury, 
except that such a term does NOT include a pocket knife with a blade of less than 2Vz 
inches in length (18 U.S.C. Section 930(g)(2)). 

Disciplinary Removal - Any instance in which a child is removed from his/her educational 
placement for disciplinary purposes, including in-school suspensions, out-of-school 
suspensions, expulsions, removal by school personnel to an interim alternative educational 
setting for drug or weapon offenses or serious bodily injury, and removal by a hearing officer 
for likely injury to self or others. 

Drug Offense - Refers to the use, possession, sale or solicitation of drugs, as identified in 
21 U.S.C. Section 812(c). These offenses do NOT include use, possession, sale, or 
solicitation of alcohol or tobacco. 

Expulsion - An action taken by the local educational agency removing a child from his/her 
regular school for disciplinary purposes for the remainder of the school year or longer in 
accordance with local educational agency policy. Include removals resulting from violations 
of the Gun Free Schools Act that are modified to less than 365 days. 

In-School Suspensions - Instances in which a child is temporarily removed from his/her 
regular classroom(s) for disciplinary purposes but remains under the direct supervision of 
school personnel. Direct supervision means school personnel are physically in the same 
location as the student under their supervision. 

Interim Alternative Educational Setting - An appropriate setting determined by the child’s 
IEP team in which the child is placed for no more than 45 school days. This setting enables 
the child to continue to receive educational services and participate in the general education 
curriculum (although in another setting) and to progress toward meeting the goals set out in 
the IEP. As appropriate, the setting includes a functional behavioral assessment and 
behavioral intervention services and modifications to address the behavior violation/s so that 
it does not recur. 

Out-of-School Suspension - Instances in which a child is temporarily removed from his/her 
regular school for disciplinary purposes to another setting (e.g., home, behavior center). 

This includes both removals in which no IEP services are provided because the removal is 
less thanlO days cumulatively, as well as removals in which the child continues to receive 
services according to his/her IEP. 

Removal by a Hearing Officer - Those instances in which an impartial hearing officer orders 
the removal of children with disabilities from their current educational placement to an 
appropriate alternative educational setting for not more than 45 school days based on the 
hearing officer’s determination that maintaining the child’s current placement is substantially 
likely to result in injury to the child or others. The IEP team is responsible for determining 
the interim alternative educational setting. 
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Serious Bodily Injury - A bodily injury that involves a substantial risk of death; extreme 
physical pain; protracted and obvious disfigurement; or impairment of the function of a 
bodily member, organ or faculty (18 U.S.C. Section 1365(3)(h)). 

Unilateral Removal - Instances in which school personnel (not the IEP team) order the 
removal of children with disabilities from their current educational placement to an 
appropriate interim alternative educational setting for not more than 45 school days. The 
IEP team is responsible for determining the interim alternative educational setting. 
Unilateral removals do NOT include decisions by the IEP team to change a student’s 
placement.

c. A drug offense (including the use, sale or solicitation of 
drugs, as identified in OAR 581-015-2425). 

d. Drug offenses do not include use, possession, sale or 
solicitation of alcohol or tobacco;

8. Persistent failure to comply with directions/rules 

(insubordination, violation of school rules): Repeated 
refusal or failure to comply with directions or the 
instruction of a staff member.

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Truancy 


1) The definition of “An unexcused absence” is established at the district level so a student 
leaving the district may or may not be considered unexcused during the 10 day period 
used for ADM. ODE understands that it may receive inconsistent truancy data between 
the districts. If this creates a significant issue, a state definition for “An unexcused 
absence” may be forthcoming. 

2) A Truancy Day is an unexcused absence of (Vfc-day or more). 

Examples : 

a. If a student skips less than Vz day, it is not considered a truancy day. 

b. If a student skips Vz day or more, combining any classes missed, late arrivals, &/or 
early departures, it is considered one truancy day. 

c. If a student skips the entire day (it is not broken into two Vz days), it is considered 
one truancy day. 

3) A Truancy Event: ORS 339.065 an event is defined as (8) truancy days in one month. A 
truancy day may only be included in a single truancy event. 

Examples : 

a. If a student has 7 truancy days in a month, (s)he does not have a truancy event. 

b. If a student has 8 truancy days in a month, (s)he has 1 truancy event. 

c. If a student has 1 5 truancy days in a month, (s)he has 1 truancy event. 

d. If a student has 1 6 truancy days in a month, (s)he has 2 truancy events. 

Note: it is very unlikely, if not impossible, for a student to have 3 truancy events in 
one month. 

4) There as several possible algorithms that a district can use to determine the number of 
truancy events. The following appears to be the simplest algorithm : 

Count the number of Truancy Days and divide by 8 (ignore the remainder). 

5) The method to record truancy events: 

Example : If a student has 2 truancy events in a month, the following would be submitted; 

(DsplnActnTypCd=4, DspInDtTxt =dateA, DsplnDays=1) 
and 

(DsplnActnTypCd=4, DspInDtTxt =dateB, DspInDays =1) 
where dateA <> dateB in the same month. 

Note: The DspInDtTxt must be in the month of the Truancy Event and each DspInDtTxt 
must be unique. ODE will not check to see if the dates are 8 days apart. Each district 
can determine which truancy date to use as the DspInDays. It has been suggested that 
you use the last truancy day that flagged the event (but this not a definition).

Row 66 - Discipline Modifier Code 

This code describes special circumstances that may have modified the disciplinary 
action taken. This will only be used when a student has a weapon and is not expelled 
for a full school year (Discipline Modifier Code 1 ). Per law, a student that has a 
weapon is required to be expelled for one year (ORS 339.250 (6)).

The only other time the discipline modifier code will be used is if a student is removed 
by an Administrative Law Judge (Discipline Modifier Code 2). This situation is 
extremely rare and is for special education students only . The special education flag 
must be marked “Y”. 


An Administrative Law Judge (ALJ) does not conduct an expulsion hearing. The only 
time an Administrative Law Judge (ALJ) will order the removal of a student is when 
their behavior will likely result in injury to themselves or others. If you enter a “2” for 
the discipline modifier code, then the primary offense code will be 1300, 2000, 2800, 
or 3000, since these are the only codes that reflect serious bodily injury to self or 
others. ( Note: an Administrative Hearing is a legal hearing with a iudqe/ALJ ordering 
a special education student to be removed) . 
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Row 67 - Discipline Days 

This field collects the number of school days associated with the disciplinary action 
taken. Partial days are always rounded up to the nearest half day. This field contains 
an implied decimal point. When you view data in Excel, you will see extra digits (i. e., 
229 days will show as 229.0).

Technical Questions 

Q: How do I login to the district site? 

A: The ODE District Webpage at https://district.ode.state.or.us . Your site Security 

Administrator must give you access and permissions to the Discipline Incidents 
collection. You can find your district security administrator at the following link 
( https://district.ode.state.or.us/apps/loqin/searchSA.asp) . 

Q: Where do I find the Discipline Incidents collection once I have logged into the 
site? 

A: It is under Consolidated Collections - Student Collections. 

Q: Where do I find the User Guide document for the Consolidated Collections? 

A: See the Consolidated Collections Student-Level Collections User Guide at 

https://district.ode.state.or.us/apps/info/docs/cc studentlevel uq.doc. 

Q: What is the best way to submit data for my district? 

A: If your district has small schools, they may want to submit the data themselves through 

our web submission process. Larger schools and districts will want to use the file 
upload process. 

Q: How do I submit students online? 

A: 1) Go into Consolidated Collections, Student Collections, Discipline Incidents 11-12; 

2) Click on Data Submission, then on Web Submission; 

3) Click on All Schools for this District; 

4) Leave the other fields blank; 

5) Click on All Students to select; 

6) Click boxes for the students you want to include; 

7) Click on Save. This is all you will need to do. It will add them to your collection. 

Q: How do I upload files to the ODE after I have created them for the Discipline 
Incidents collection? 

A: You can submit a file in .txt, .csv, .xml, or .zip format via the Department interface. To 

do so: 

1) Go into Data Submission - File Upload. 

2) Click on Browse and select the file you want to submit. 

3) Click Upload. 

You will then receive an email that indicates the total number of records that were 
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transferred and the number that had errors. If any records had errors, it will be 
necessary to go through the error checking and clearing process until the data is error 
free. 

Q: How do I know another district’s Institution ID number? 

A: 1 ) Go to the District webpage ( https://district.ode.state.or.us/ ; 

2) Click on the link "Quick Links" at the top of the page; 

3) Click on Institutions Lookup 

4) In the 5th entry field, . . School District . . enter the school district name; 

5) Click Search for the listing of schools under your district. 

Q: How can I see the successfully submitted records? 

A: Go into the Discipline Incidents collection and do the following to view or print your 

current Disciplinary records. 

1) Open Student Collections-Discipline Incidents 11-12; 

2) Click on Record Management, then on Production Download; 

3) Select All Schools, and then click on CSV at the bottom of the screen to begin the 
download process; you will get a message saying: ‘The file you requested is being 
generated. You will receive an email notifying you when the file is ready to be 
retrieved. Wait for the message to appear in your email box, and then click on the 
link provided. You will then be asked to record your email address prior to 
downloading the file. Enter it in the box provided. 

4) When the download icon appears, right click on it to ‘Save Target As’ to your 
desktop and open from there. You will be able to view or print the file from here. 
This file will be available for the next seven (7) days. After that time it will be 
deleted." 

5) When you do open the file, you will see the current records in your Disciplinary file 
which you can view or print. 

Q: What are Demographic Errors? 

A: Demographic errors are caused because your file does not match the record of the 

student that the ODE has on file for that SSID number. 

In order to determine the differences of your file and ours, you will need to review the 
following: (Note: If it is helpful to you, you can print it as well.) 

1 ) The error file from Review Errors and also 

2) The ODE file from Record Management-Record Maintenance, so that you can 
compare the two easier. (Attention: Since this is very sensitive data, please shred 
the printed copies when you are finished with them.) 

There are several reasons you may not successfully correct your errors. The most 
common is that you correct the error, but the ODE SSID record on file does not

match what you changed in the record file. Both ODE records and your district 
records must match each other. 

Open two Internet Browsers at one time. Open one browser, log into the district site 
and go to Review Errors. Open another browser, log into the district site and go to 
SSID, Record Management > Record Maintenance. This will assist you in comparing 
the error record to the ODE record. You can go back and forth between Browsers 
without going out of Review Errors or SSID. 

Once you have made corrections in both SSID and your Error record, your changes 
will save and take effect. Below are instructions for making corrections to error 
messages. 

Error Messages 

1) Go into Consolidated Student Collections-Student Collections-SSID-Error- 
Management; 

2) Choose ‘Fix’ for record in Review Errors to view student record; 

3) Open second Browser and log into the district website again; 

4) Go into Consolidated Student Collections-Student Collections-SSID-Record 
Management-Record Maintenance and enter either the SSID # or First & Last Name 
(not both), click "All Students," then "Search"; 

5) Going back and forth between the open Browsers, correct either the record the 
ODE has on file in Record Maintenance - or - correct the record from your file in Error 
Management so that the records match; 

6) After corrections are made, click Save in both Browsers, saving the Record 
Maintenance ODE SSID file first. 
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Q: What do I do when I receive an error that indicates that a student is merged to 
another SSID? 

A: The cause of this error is that an SSID has been duplicated and is being used to 

identify two different students. To fix this error: 

1) Go into Consolidated Student Collections-Student Collections-SSID-Error- 
Management; 

2) Choose ‘Fix’ for the record that indicates this error in ‘Review Errors’ to view that 
student’s record; 

3) Choose ‘SSID Lookup’ at the top of the page; 

4) When the lookup page appears, choose ‘Lookup’; 

5) Highlight the SSID and use CTRL-C to copy it, then close the SSID Lookup 
window; 

6) Paste the new SSID in the SSID field on the student record; 

7) Save the record 

Q: How do I do a Production Download? 

A: Go into Consolidated Student Collections > Discipline Incidents 11-12, 

1) Click on Record Management, then on Production Download 

2) Select "Y" to compress if it is a large file 

3) Click on CSV and you will get a message saying: ‘The file you requested is being 
generated. You will receive an email notifying you when the file is ready to be 
retrieved. Wait for the message to appear in your email box, and then click on the link 
provided. You will then be asked to record your email address prior to downloading the 
file. 

4) Enter it in the box provided. When the download icon appears, right click on it to 
‘Save Target As’ to your desktop and open from there. You will be able to view or print 
the file from here. 

Q: Will I need to enter suspension, expulsion, and removal incident days for a 
student who does not have a disability (Is not on an IEP)? 

A: Yes. Incident days are required for all students . 

Q: What is an administrative law judge? 

A: An Administrative Law Judge (ALJ) is appointed by the Office of Administrative 

Hearings. “Removal by ALJ” is a very rare occurrence. The ALJ does not conduct 
district hearings for suspensions or expulsions. 

Q: Do I need to enter data about the type of disability the student has? 

A: Yes. If item # 39, Special Education Flag, is marked “Y”, then item #56, “Primary 
Disability Code”, must contain a valid code from the drop down menu. 
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Q&A - From the Field 


Q: How do I login to the district site? 

A: Go to the District webpage ( https://district.ode.state.or.us/) . Your site Security 
Administrator must give you access and permissions to the Discipline Incidents 
Collection. You can find your district security administrator at the following link 
( https://district.ode.state.or.us/apps/loqin/searchSA.asp) . 

Q: What code do we use when we are reporting a suspension for some reason other 
than those specifically listed? For example, suppose a kid gets suspended for 
consistent parking violations (I am making that up; I don't think we have any such 
instances). With what code would we submit that suspension? Or, would we in 
fact not submit it at all? 

A. This has been an ongoing issue. For example, a district had a policy stating that 
students would be suspended for chewing gum and was unsure of what type of 
suspension would be recorded. The district may need to review its policies and make a 
determination for situations other than those specifically required for this collection. 
Perhaps detention might be more appropriate than suspension. Other than ORS 
339.250 and OAR 581-021-0065 , there is no guidance on what a district determines 
would warrant a suspension; this is a local control issue . A number of different codes 
have been added to the discipline collection for this purpose. Optional code choices are: 
#2200- Insubordination, #3600- Violation of School Rules, or # 9000- Other Offenses. 

Q: Specific to Weapons issues... What code do we use for a General Education 
student who is suspended for weapons? 

A. General or Regular education students should not be "suspended" for weapons since 
state law requires "expulsion" for any weapons offense ( ORS 339.250 (6)) . If expulsion 
is modified to less than one school year, use code “1” under the District Modifier Code. 

Q: Can you clarify the difference between a "Removal" and an "Expulsion"? 

A. OAR 581-015-2425 provides specific guidance regarding the removal conditions for 
students with special education needs. Essentially, “School districts may remove a 
child with disabilities from their current educational placement to an appropriate 
interim alternative educational setting for the same amount of time that a child without 
a disability would be subject to discipline, but for not more than 45 school days in a 
school year without regard to whether the behavior is determined to be a 
manifestation of the child's disability for [certain offenses, as listed under the noted 
OAR].” 

Q: Regarding a student with a disability, do we need to enter the exact number of 
incident days for an expulsion if the number of days is more than 20? 
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A. Yes. Incident days are entered for all students (not just students with disabilities) and for 
aM disciplinary actions expulsions, suspensions and removals. ODE reports the total 
number of incident days to the federal government and to calculate information for 
district Systems Performance Review & Improvement (SPR&I). Incident days are 
SCHOOL DAYS. 

Q: How do we count the expulsion days if a student is expelled for a whole year for a 
weapons incident? Would it be 365? 

A: No. For all disciplinary actions, expulsions, suspensions and removals, count only the 
school days missed. If a student was expelled for the whole year from a school that has 
139 school days for that year, then the student will be expelled for 139 days. 

Q. If multiple students are involved in an incident for which they are all expelled 
and/or suspended, does the one incident only count as 1 expulsion or suspension? 

A: No; there is only one incident recorded that is assigned a unique code (line 59). 

However, each student expelled or suspended must be accounted for. This is a student 
level collection, and the type of discipline action allocated to each student is counted. 

For example, 3 students are expelled from your school for manufacturing and delivering 
controlled substances on school grounds; in this situation there is one incident and three 
expulsions recorded in the Discipline Incidents Collection for the current school year. 

Q. How does the system default regarding the “Interim Service Flag” (line 68)? 

A. Make sure you mark “Y” or “N” on this line for expulsions and out of school suspensions. 
It is imperative in regards to students with special education needs that interim services are 
provided if that student is removed from school for more than 10 days, and thus “Y” is 
chosen since the default might be an “N”. 

Q. How do you record or count a student who is suspended, pending further review 
or a hearing, and then expelled for the same incident? 

A. In this situation you would count the 1 incident, of course, and then record the student’s 
disciplinary action as an expulsion for the incident with the total number of days combined 
from the suspension and expulsion; the student was never re-admitted to school after the 
removal and the more serious disciplinary action is for the same incident. 

For example, a student is suspended for incident XYZ that occurred on 4/14/2012. 
Later, the student is expelled for the same incident XYZ. How do we report? 

1) Report only expulsion XYZ, 4/14/2012, or 

2) report both suspensions XYZ, 4/14/2012 and expulsion XYZ, 4/14/2012. 

Again, there should be only one report for each incident. In the example above, the 
student was suspended pending an expulsion. After the hearing, it was determined that 
the student would be expelled for the incident (instead of suspended). In this case only 
the final outcome for the single incident should be reported, as outlined in # 1 above. 
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Q. How are students counted whose disciplinary action (expulsion, suspension, and 
removal) extends beyond June 30 th or the current school year? 

A. Students are only counted for the current school year in which they are disciplined. If a 
student is expelled, suspended or removed during the current school year, they are only 
counted once in the Discipline Incidents Collection for the current school year and not for 
the proceeding school year. 


Q: I am not able to complete submission of the Disciplinary data by the final close 
date of June 29, 2012 because we lost all of our data and will have to reconstruct 
the files. What do I need to do to get an extension so that the Disciplinary 
collection can be re-opened for my district? 

A. There will be NO EXTENSION TO THE DISCIPLINARY DATA 
COLLECTION due to IDEIA federal reporting requirements. 

Q: Will the system allow me to enter Vz (.5) day suspensions? 

A. Yes. Suspensions up to a Vz (.5) day are counted as .5 and suspensions more than Vz 
day are counted as 1 for each day. 

Q: When is the best time to complete my Discipline Incidents data report and send it 
in to the ODE? 

A. Districts/schools are required to have ail Discipline Incidents data reported to ODE by the 
time the collection closes on June 29th. Districts/schools are encouraged to start the 
reporting process early May in order to correct any errors and verify that the data is 
correct at the collection closing. Please do not wait until the last week of June to start 
your reporting process as this could result in inaccurate and untimely data submission. 

Q. In the past my school/district has had no Discipline Incidents data to report and 
the collection system has not allowed me to enter that I have no data so I did not 
do a report is this still the case? 

A. NO. All schools/districts will need to complete the Discipline Incidents data collection. 
The current Discipline Incidents data collection system has a verify button on the 
consolidated collection home page that ALL schools/districts must use to validate that 
they have submitted data. (See page 16.)
